IDW: Lets start with you, Mike. So, youre writing not just а 
TRANSFORMERS book, but THE book, the ongoing series —the holy 
grail of TRANSFORMERS books! How did that happen? 


Mike Costa: The official answer is that, back when editor 
Andy Schmidt and I first started working together, we 
originally bonded over our shared love of TRANSFORMERS, 
and once the decision was made to do an ongoing series, he 
offered it to me because he and the people at Hasbro really 
enjoyed what I was doing with G.I. JOE and wanted to see if 
I could have a similarly fresh take on these characters, too. But 
the answer you WON'T hear in the press release is that the 
people at IDW and Hasbro are reckless lunatics who are 
turning a classic franchise over to a totally untested punk (this 
is my first ongoing series) just for the sheer suicidal thrill of it 
because they're the kind of risk-taking madmen who like to 
improperly chew their food and play chicken with trains. 
These guys scare even me. But I love it. 


IDW: СІ. JOE: COBRA, huh? Youre writing two of the 1980s 
greatest franchises. Was that a goal for you as a writer? 


MC: To be honest, my goal as a writer was first to get paid, 
and second to do a really, really kick-ass job (yes, I put money 
first because I am shallow and spent the last six years totally 
broke.) At this point in my career, I was fully expecting to 
maybe be working on those little comics that get inserted into 
action figure packages—to still be paying my dues. But Гуе 
gotten really, really lucky to have been noticed by some of the 
right people, and look what I've fallen into. This really is a 
dream. More so even than G.I. JOE, TRANSFORMERS were 
my obsession growing up—1 don't want to come off as one 
of these people consumed with ‘80s nostalgia, but this is a 
huge, great honor for me. Га rather be writing а 
TRANSFORMERS ongoing than Spider-Man. That's a pretty 
huge goal to have accomplished at a time when Гт still 
expecting to be working on stuff no one’s ever heard of 
before, so it’s very important to me to do the best job possible 
and really earn this. I owe it to all the people that gave me a 
chance, and all the fans that aren't going to settle for average 
books in franchises that have such amazing histories. 


IDW: We've done in the neighborhood of 80 TRANSFORMERS 
comics here at IDW. Why is this one an ongoing? What is diff 


here that can rope in so many new readers? 


MC: Andy, Denton J. Tipton, and Chris Ryall could probably 
answer the question of “why an ongoing?” better than me 
since they’re the ones that put all this together, but on my end 
as the writer I can tell you that, though Simon Furman, Shane 
McCarthy, Nick Roche, and everyone else did a great job of 
sustaining an ongoing continuity over a series of miniseries, 
doing an ongoing book is going to give me some 
opportunities to tell stories in a way I don’t think is possible 
іп any other format. We'll constantly be expanding and 
contracting our canvass, telling huge action-packed stories 
over a six-issue arc, then taking a break and doing an intimate 
character study for two issues, before jumping off into space 
for another five. Plus, I think the momentum of having 
another issue every month that continues directly from the 
one before is a sort of promise to the readers that, yes, we're 
here with you for the long haul. We're invested in these 
stories, and we're going to keep this rolling for a long time. 


IDW: If you boiled this thing down, which character or characters 
are the focus of the ongoing series? 


MC: That’s a great question. I can tell you that for the first 
year or so, Optimus Prime, Bumblebee, and Spike will be three

of the characters we really focus on. I don’t mean to be coy, 
because of course TRANSFORMERS has one of the biggest 
and most diverse casts in comics and I will be making full use 
of that, but I don’t want to say too much more than that right 
now. There are going to be some very unexpected characters 
who will be coming to the forefront in this new series, and I 
don’t want to give too much away. I think fans are going to 
be really surprised at how we shake things up, and who comes 
into focus because of it. We're going to have some new fan- 
favorite characters before the first year is over. 


IDW: The BUMBLEBEE and LAST STAND OF THE WRECKERS 
miniseries were both announced along with the TRANSFORMERS 
ongoing. How related are they all? 


MC: They are very closely related. Zander Cannon, Nick, and 
I have been in constant contact from the very beginning as 
we've been putting these series together because it’s very 
important to everyone to keep a close-knit continuity. The 
BUMBLEBEE series will be taking place basically in the same 
time frame as the first arc of the ongoing, and WRECKERS 
takes place over a longer period of time. You don’t need to 
read all three books to know what’s going on—all of them 
work on their own, so we're not trying to con anyone into 
having to buy three books a month instead of one. However, 
if you're one of those awesome, VIP, true-blue fans that DOES 
buy all three, you will be getting a more complete look into 
the universe than any one book can give you. 


IDW: What are you finding most difficult when approaching giant 
robots? You've been highly praised for your character-driven work 
on G.I. JOE: COBRA, is it different writing giant robots?
